DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1,4,9 and 1 1 , the prior art of record considered 
alone or in combination, fails to teach the claim limitation "wherein the recording 
parameters for the first recording layer are different from the recording parameters for 
the second recording layer" when the claim elements of the record carrier in each of 
claims 1 ,9 and device in each of claims 4,11 are considered in combination.
